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CHARLES R. JOY 

The Reverend Charles R. Joy of Boston, Massachusetts, is administrative vice- 
president of the American Unitarian Association. He is a trustee of the Christian 
Register and was its literary editor for two years (1923-1925) ; he is the editor 
of Wayside Pulpit and a director of the Young People’s Religious Union. Last 
January Mr. Joy visited various coal mining communities in West Virginia and 
Kentucky. In commenting on his experiences he said recently: "We have in those 
regions the extraordinary spectacle of a great industry in utter chaos with about 
one million men, women, and children involved in such misery as almost baffles 
description.” Soft Coal and Human Values is the title he has chosen for his dis¬ 
cussion of the problems there and the efforts that are being made to meet them. 

WILLIAM WEBSTER ELLSWORTH 

William Webster Ellsworth of New Hartford, Connecticut, author of A 
Golden Age of Authors , needs no introduction to Mills College audiences, for he 
has given at least one lecture a year on the campus for half a dozen years. Through 
his long association with the Century Company as secretary and later as president 
(1881-1916), he became intimately associated with many of the most notable 
literary figures of our time. Since his retirement from active work in publishing 
he has made a unique place for himself through his lectures. One writer refers 
to him as "Professor of Literature to the United States on the Peripatetic Foun¬ 
dation.” 

"THE FORGOTTEN ETRUSCANS” 

Mrs. Rudolph Altrocchi of Berkeley is an authority on the Etruscan civiliza¬ 
tion, few people in this country having given the subject such prolonged and 
careful study as has been possible for her. When she was an undergraduate at 
Vassar College, she became interested in the history of classical civilizations. Later 
she read assiduously the oldest and newest Italian and English books on Etruria, 
made actual, visits to everyone of the sites of the cities of the great Etruscan mu¬ 
seums, and in 1926 enrolled in a special course on Etruscan civilization with Pro¬ 
fessor Nogara at the University of Perugia. Her valuable Etruscan collection 
which is loaned for display in the college Art Gallery during April, contains 
wine-pitchers, terra cotta oil lamps, black "bucchero ware” goblets, food bowls, 
libation bowls (one of which bears the glazed-in thumb marks of the Etruscan 
potter of 2500 years ago), tear-jars, brooches, and funeral balsam containers.

The Easter Vesper service of music in Lisser Hall for students and faculty will 
be open to the public.

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JAVANESE BATIKS LOANED BY HUBERT J. STOWITTS 

Hubert J. Stowitts, Californian, dancer, painter, ethnologist, has collected 
choice examples of Javanese batiks, beautiful in color and design. A few are silk, 
many are cotton, imported from Holland and England, and others still are of the 
older homespun. The batik art is a native one in Java. Women make and wax the 
designs, men do the dyeing, beginning with the darkest color first. The work is 
intricate and requires much time and patience. The beautiful browns, tans and 
deep indigo blue are reserved for royal batiks. Pekalongan batiks are usually blue 
and cream, and a variety of coloring often indicates an origin in Samarang. The 
all-over pattern in the sarongs is used for everyday wear, but for "best,” besides 
this, there is also an elaborate design at one end, varying to some degree with each 
worker, but in general based on patterns used for generations, figures from ancient 
folklore appearing frequently in modern designs. 

It is interesting to recall that the owner of this collection painted "Vanishing 
India, a series of brilliantly colored paintings of the disappearing native arts and 
handicrafts of India. He also painted rulers and dancers in Java and Bali, where 
he stayed for some time on his way to India and where he assembled this collec¬ 
tion of batiks. At one time he was the dancing partner of Pavlowa, touring South 
America. In 1925 he was commissioned to make the costumes and decorations 
for "Fah-yen-fah,” a Chinese opera. Of late he has devoted himself to portrait 
painting, his subjects being many celebrities in Europe and India. 

FOURTEENTH INTERNATIONAL PRINT MAKERS EXHIBITION 

It is a pleasure to announce that through the courtesy of the Los Angeles Mu¬ 
seum Mills College is again enabled to present the annual International Print 
Makers Exhibition, immediately after the close of the showing during March in 
Los Angeles. The exhibition is sponsored by the Print Makers Society of Cali¬ 
fornia. This year it includes 171 prints, chiefly by artists in the United States and 
Canada, although the following countries are also represented: Australia, Austria, 
Belgium, England, Egypt, France, Germany, Hungary, Italy, Japan, Spain and 
Portugal. The 1933 prize awards are: Gold medal, offered by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce to Eric Slater, England, for his block print entitled "Sea- 
ford Head.” Silver medal, offered by the Print Makers Society of California to 
Walter Tittle, United States, for his two drypoints, "Madonna, after Desiderio” 
and portrait of "Joseph Conrad.” Bronze medal, offered by the Print Makers So¬ 
ciety of California to Lucien Grandgerard, France, for his drypoint entitled 
"Jeune Danseuse.” Letha Lewis Storrow prize, for the best block print in color 
to Frances H. Gearhart, United States, for "Sierra Sky Scrapers.” Honorable men¬ 
tion was given to Martin Lewis, United States, for his drypoint, "Hanted,” and 
to Henry C. Pitz, United States, for his drypoint, "Adolph Takes His Ease.”
